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We Meet First Defeat 



Score: St. Louis, 9; U. of K., 0. ’ 



To one who did not attend the game 
played last Saturday at Sportsman 
Park, St. Louis, the above score does 
not in the least signify the battle that 
was fought there. I say battle, be- 
cause blows figured prominently. We 
lost, and we should not be the ones 
to afterwards talk about certain de- 
tatils that happened during the sixty 
minutes of play but a word must be 
said here and there to show the stu- 
dents and followers of “Old State” 
who did not have the opportunity to 
go, just what did happen and to ac- 
count for that 9-0 score. Our team 
left Thursday night, all in good con- 
dition, to go up against the strongest 
combination, with the exception of Il- 
linois, they have ever gone up against. 
They arrived in St. Louis two hours 
later and took up their quarters at 
the American Hotel. Friday evening 
Capt. Webb and his men indulged in 
very light practice, kicking and pass- 
ing the ball until late. After a good 
night’s sleep they breakfasted late 
and lounged around resting until the 
time for the game. Many Kentuck- 
ians, or former Kentuckians, belong- 
ing to the Kentucky Club, came 
around to say “howdy,” and give them 
their best wishes. 

St. Louis’ superior weight told on 
our men in the last quarter when 
they went through our line at will. 
It might be said here that the Saints 
outweighed us 15 pounds to the man 
and as Capt. Webb, after the game, 
said, “It was the fastest team I ever 
. played against. They are every bit 
as heavy and about three times as 
fast as North Carolina.” The work 
of some of our team at times was 
awfully poor, and many fumbles of 
punts and forward passes gained 
much ground for our opponents. A 
delayed pass, the man carrying the 



ball going through tackle, proved St. 
Louis’ greatest gainer, and they 
worked this throughout the game, 
sandwiching in a forward or double 
pass for sake of variety. The punting 
honors were about even, Dockery and 
Shanklin averaging 40 yards. Coach 
Bender has developed a good team at 
St. Louis University and the result of 
their game with Syracuse on Thanks- 
giving is watched with interest. The 
game Saturday has nothing to do with 
the Southern championship race. It 
was played under Missouri conference 
rules, this accounting for the ball be- 
ing brought out on the 30-yard line for 
scrimmage. The following is the game 
in detail.

Painter makes 3 round left end. St. 
Louis is penalized 15 yards for hold- 
ing. Staddtherr went through center 
for 5 yards. Painter was thrown for 
a loss of 5 yards. Dockery punted 25 
yards and Threlkeld fumbled, St. Lou- 
is recovering the ball. 

Dockery punted to Kentucky’s 40- 
yard line to Shanklin, who fumbled, 
but recovered. Shanklin made 20 
yards round left end. Threlkeld made 
5 through center, first down. Gaiser 
carried round left end for 3 yards. 
Shanklin punted to Dockery on St. 
Ix>uis’ 30-yard line, who was downed on 
the 35-yard line. Painter made 2 yards 
round left end. The Kentucky boys are 
doing fine. 

At this stage of the game Painter 



went through for 25 yards. Painter 
was thrown for 5 yards' loss round 
left end. McCarthy made 5 yards 
round left end. Dockery punted to 
Gaiser, who was downed on Ken- 
tucky’s 35-yard line. Gaiser was hurt 
and taken out. G. B. Shanklin takes 
his place at quarter. Threlkeld made 
1 yard through tackle. Shanklin punt- 
ed to Dockery in midfield, who was 
downed in his tracks. McCarthy 
makes 7 yards through right end. Mc- 
Carthy made one yard more in the 
same place. 

Eld. Stadtherr went through for the 
first down, but was penalized 5 yards 
for off-side. The ball is now on Ken- 
tucky’s 45-yard line. Dockery punted 
to Giltner on Kentucky’s 15-yard line, 
who returned 5. Shanklin made 7 
through center. Shanklin punted out 
of bounds and the ball was brought 
back and placed on Kentucky’s 30- 
yard line. Painter was thrown for a 
loss of 3 yards. Dockery went round 
left end for 14 yards. ^McCarthy went 
round right end for 4 yards. Painter 
was thrown round left end for a loss 
of 3 yards. Dockery dropped kick goal 
from Kentucky’s 25-yard line. Score: 
St. Louis 3, Kentucky, 0. 

Foster goes in in place of Dunlap. 
Shanklin kicked to St. Louis’ 10-yard 
line, who returned to 20-yard line. Mc- 
Carthy tried the line, but fumbled, and 
Kentucky recovered. Shanklin made 
10 yards through center. Threlkeld 
fumbled, but recovered for a loss of 
5 yards. Shanklin makes 5 yards 
through left guard. Second down, 8 
yards to gain. Shanklin made a for- 
ward pass to Giltner for 25 yards. 
Shanklin was thrown for a loss of l 
yard. The ball now on St. Louis 10- 
yard line. First quarter up. Score, 
St. Louis 3, Kentucky 0. 

Second Quarter. 

Watkins went through for 2 yards. 
Shanklin tried to drop kick, but miss- 
ed. Ball brought to 30-yard line and 
put in play. Dockery punted 35 yards 
to Giltner, who returned 10. EJrhart 
was injured and is still down. He had 
a nasty fall on his head.

Few mining engineering students 
will have the opportunity held by Ken- 
tucky State men. of seeing and being 
trained in the use of Vhe Draeger life 
saving apparatus, one of the most im- 
portant and latest inventions in mining 
work. This apparatus is allotted to 
mining inspectors by the United States 
government, and as Prof. Norwood is 
the State Mining Inspector, four 
Draeger helmets are given to the K. S. 
U. mining department as a central sta- 
tion. These helmets are made so as 
to be worn by men in mines, and a sup- 
ply of oxygen is pumped into them. A 
pulsometer, or resuscitating pump, is 
also part of the apparatus. 

T. J. Barr, one of the assistant in- 
spectors, recently lectured to the stu- 
dents on this apparatus. It was also 
shown to them by the president of the 
Draeger Helmet Co., in this country, 
who was recently *here. 

It is planned to show the helmet to 
the students in operation. For this 
purpose a room is being fixed up with 
glass partitions. Behind these parti- 
tions the space will be filled with nox- 
ious fumes in which the instructors 
will wear the helmet. In this room, 
also, the students will be trained in 
t'he use of the apparatus. 

At only one other school in the 
United States have these helmets been 
placed. 



The Mathematics Society met

Louis papers that the Kentucky Club 
of that city would attend our game 
with the University of St. Louis, and 
since then we have learned that the 
Kentuckians were in attendance in 
large numbers to welcome our boys 
and show their regard for Kentucky. 
No doubt few of them were ever con- 
nected with our institution or perhaps 
had even been more thas passingly 
interested in it. Very likely they had 
lived in various sections of the State 
where the influence of the State Uni- 
versity is not felt as it is in Lexing- 
ton.

On the St. lx>uis team there played 
three men who were not eligible to 



play on the regular team. The fresh- 
men of St. Louis University are not 
allowed to play on the regular team 
but the contract was drawn up be- 
tween St. Louis and Coach Sweet- 
land to the effect that they could play 
their first year men if we were al- 
lowed to play our five year men. The 
contract was approved, at the time, 
by the athletic committee, but when 
it came time to select the men to go 
to St. Louis there was a kick coming 
from the faculty. To have played our 
five year man nt St. Louis would not 
have hurt us in the Southern Associa- 
tion, nor woud it have injured 11 s in 
the State championship. But we did 
not play our five year men and St. 
Louis played three of her first year 
men, Silk, McCarthy and Zachritz. 
The result was that we were defeated 
9 to 0. We could have played “Cap.” 
in the line which would have broken 
up many of their plays. Our men 
played weTl and played hard. But 
not to put in a man who was eligible 
to play and who would have, perhaps, 
saved the defeat, is a question that 
a few of us with inferior judgment 
cannot understand.

MINING SOCIETY MEETING. 



The Kentucky Mining Society held 
its monthly meeting on Nov. 6, in the 
mining building. The meeting was de- 
voted principally to having a good time 
the chief feature being a big "feed," 
at which tke miners smashed records 
for consuming food. 

The only business of the meeting 
was a lecture by Bruce Hagar, illus- 
trated by a number of stereoptican 
slides. Mr. Hagar showed that our 
present method of drilling wells was 
not as modern as has been thought, 
and was, in fact, used by the Chinese 
thousands of years ago. The pictures 
used to illustrate this were made by a 
Chinaman. 

The society is composed of the min- 
ing men of the State, including the stu- 
dents and teachers of the mining engi- 
neering department, the State mining 
inspectors and others. 

At the next meeting, to take place 
on the first Monday in December, Prof. 
Norwood, Dean of the department, will 
repeat the address he made at the 
Ohio Valley Exposition in Cincinnati. 
The subject Is, "Resources of Ken- 
tucky,’ ’and the lecture will be highly 
interesting. It will be illustrated by 
104 slides. Prof. Norwood holds the 
office of State Geologist, and is the 
best posted man in the State on Ken- 
tucky’s resources. 



EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT. 

Under the guidance of Dean Snow 
and Prof. Noe the Teachers’ College 
is attaining a standing which is far 
ahead of anything it has ever held be- 
fore. Recently the department has 
been recognized by some of the large 
universities of the East. We are glad 
to know that through the efforts of the 
department our graduates can now en- 
ter directly the graduate schools of 
some of the best universities and re- 
ceive the master’s degree in one year.
